The two.most usual forms

of the disease are petit mal,
not too serious, and grand mal, |
both caused by abnormal brain
waves. Petit mal occurs usual- |
ly in children. The child blacks |
out momentarily and rarely
falls. Grand mal is the serious |
form of the disease and occurs |
in all age groups, The vietim |
blacks out, falls, jerks convul-
sively, and usually chew his |
tongue and lips, This izure is |
followed by a deep sleep which
should not be disturbed. ‘

Brain Injury Less Common

A less common form of the
disease is psychomotor epilepsy, | |
caused by brain injury, The |
vietim {s confused and .\ppcal:u
to be acting out a m;,htmmo
Psychomotor epilepsy usually re-
quires brain surgery.
